The Isle of Wight Council is the Registration Authority for the purposes of the Commons 
Registration Act 1965 & the Commons Act 2006. As Registration Authority, the Council is 
responsible for compiling and maintaining the Registers of Common Land and Town or Villages 
Greens and for any amendments to the Registers. 




The aim is to consider an application made under The Commons Act 2006 for the registration of 
land at Carter Quarry, Sibden Hill, Shanklin. 

A decision will be made at Committee level as to whether or not village green status should be 
applied to the land or a part of the land after due consideration. For the claim to succeed the 
applicant must prove that, on the balance of probabilities all four statutory conditions are met. 

If the application succeeds then it will be registered as a local land charge and placed on the 
commons and village greens register.
